Boat House Burned. 


The University boathouse, 
situated 
on Session's basin, in Brooklyn, was 
destroyed by fire at 12:30 o'clock this 
morning. 
The flames from the build­ 
ing illumined the entire city. An alarm 
was turned in, to which the Oakland 
Fire Department 
responded. 
The 
fire engines, however, were of no avail 
for the building was so situated that it 
could not be reached by them. 


The building, which was a two story 
structure, stood on the border of the 
creek and was reached by a long, nar­ 
row walk. As no water could be thrown 
on the burning building it soon went 
up in smoke. 


The destruction of the boathouse* 
will be a great loss to the State Uni-' 
versity Boating Association. 
Besides 
the building the association lest all its 
equipment, including all of its fine 
shells. 
It is estimated that the loss 
will be between $4000 and $5000, in­ 
cluding the building. 


The boathouse was erected 
about 
two years ago by popular 
subscription 
by the students of the State University. 
The boys raised considerable money 
to purchase new boats and equip the 
clubhouse in a proper manner.

AU this world quite strange is, and 
every day brings forth new changes, 
j although it has been said that there is 
nothing new under the sun. 


A strange occurence, at least to a 
representative of the 
GAZETTE, and it 
will, nevertheless, appear so to a great 
many of this paper's readers whep they 
have perused this article. 


If it had not actually occurred and 
the main portions of what is here writ­ 
ten were not personally known to the 
writer, this article would never have 
appeared in what is now accepted by 
the public as the best daily paper pub­ 
lished in the town of Berkeley. 


What happened, as will be read 
about below, took place on San Pablo 
avenue'and it was in the tavern, better 
known to the travelling public as the 
Red llou^e, a resort made quite con- 
spit uons of late on account of the 
tragedy which occurred there. 


While the character of the place is 
or was not of that 
kind 
which

was simply a tea made from the red 
gum leaves. 
An ordinary tin can was 
used by him in the yard back of the 
tavern and his fire place was made of 
rocks. 
Wood about the premises was 
plenty and good water was in the well 
close by. 


Tnere may be something detrimental 
in anything taken internally if con­ 
tinued in large doses for too long a 
time. 
Be that as it may our man Fri­ 
day thought it was a benefit to him 
and he indulged in it to his heart's 
content. 


And now comes down to the last 
time when his chronic sickness came 
over him and he really had to stay 
continually in the little bunk which 
had been his sleeping place for a long 
time. 


The night spoken of was not much 
different from the ordinary run and 
there was nothing to indicate that John 
was any worse in the present attack 
than in any of its predecessors. 


It is sufficient to state that he went 
to sleep before the striking 
clock 
warned the guests that midnight was 
close at hand. 
In explaining the oc­ 
currence a day or so afterwards John 
said that when the drowsy god closed 
his eyelids he felt as if his body had 
been turned^nto marble and that his 
soul was in a perfectly blissful state. 


To the great astonishment of the 
table waiter, who always took John's 
meals to him when he was sick, as he 
entered the little room and took a 
glance at John his whole moustache 
had dropped from his'lip and had 
fallen along either side of his face. 
His eyebrows had disappeared in the 
same way and mingled wjth the hair 
of his head. 
All of the hair about 
him,- /even 
under 
his , 
armpits, 
had 
fallen 
out 
'in 
one 
night.. 
Not 
a single 
hair was left on his 
human frame. 
You can see the man 
today and this article can be easily 
verified forhe looks uncommonly white 
and singular being hairless.

Admiral Stephenson 
of the English naval squadron, now at 
Corinto has notified the Nicaraguan 
government that* the indemnity must 
be paid within three days, or he will 
land bis troops and take possession of 
the Custom House and other public 
institutions. 
It is said that the Nica 
tauguan government has not got the 
money to pay neither can it offer any 
resistance to the landing of English 
troops. 
England has claimed that it 
only wanted indemnity for the suzan 
of the English Vice Consul and twenty 
other British subjects at Bluefields. 
This idea is not correct, however, as 
England covets the Nicarauguan terri 
tory and thinks that by occupying it 
it may eventually become a part of 
the British possessions. 
The United 
States, however, cannot afford to allow 
England to land troops at Corinto, and 
for this purpose 
the United States 


ji Coast Defense Cruiser is hastening to 
Corinto but it is now stated that Presi­ 
dent Cleveland is in favor of England's 
policy and will, instead of protecting 
the American interests, do all in his 
favor to assist England. 


The 
exact policy of the Administra 
tion toward Nicaragua has been some­ 
what vague for months but there is 
now no longer the slightest doubt as 
to its attitude. 
No instructions have • 
been called to Embassador Bayard

T R I U M P H . 


The W a y In Which a Vietoriona General 
Was Honored. 


I n onciunt Rome a t r i u m p h was an hon­ 
or awarded to generals for decisive battles 
over foreign enemies. It was never grant­ 
ed for viotorios achieved In olvll war. The 
power of granting a t r i u m p h rested with 
the senate, and it was a prime condition 
that the victorious general on his return 
from war should not enter the city until 
the t r i u m p h a l procession 
should 
escort 
him. 


This procession was headed by the mag­ 
istrates a n d the senate. 
Then came the 
trumpeters, who were followed by the 
spoils, 
which 
Included 
arms, 
statutes, 
standards and representations of battles 
a n d of the towns, rivers a n d m o u n t a i n s of 
the conquered country. N e x t came the vic­ 
t i m s intended for sacrifice. 
A s a rule, 
these victims were white oxen with glided 
horns. 
They were followed by t h e prison­ 
ers that h a d been kept to grace the tri­ 
umph, a n d after t h e prisoners came the 
chariot In which, w a s seated t h e trlum- 
phator or victorious general. 


The chariot w a s covered with laurel, 
a n d the t r l u m p h a t o r was attlrod in a robe 
of purple a n d gold. 
I n his right hand he 
held a laurel branch a n d in his loft a n 
Ivory scepter. 
A slave held t h e golden 
crown of J u p i t e r above his head a n d kept 
saying to h i m : 


" I n t h e m i d s t of all t h y glory,victorious 
one, r e m e m b e r t h a t thou a r t b u t a mortal 
m a n . " 


Lost came t h e soldiers singing songs 
a n d shouting, " I o t r i u m p h e l " 


This procession started from t h e Cam­ 
pus Martins, outside t h e city walls, and 
passed t h r o u g h t h e oity t o t h e capltol. 
T r i u m p h days were gala days In Rome. 
Tho streets were gay w i t h garlands a n d 
gorgeous colors a n d t h e templos wore all 
t h r o w n open. 


When the procession reached the temple 
of J u p i t e r on the capltol, t h e t r l u m p h o t o r 
placed tho laurel branoh on t h e lap of t h e 
figure of Jupiter, the prisoners were p u t 
to death, a n d t h a n k offerings were made. 
A feast prepared for the magistrates a n d 
the senate a n d sometimes for the soldiers 
a n d t h e people concluded t h o t r i u m p h fes­ 
tivities. 


The t r i u m p h m u s t have been a m u c h 
coveted honor, for w e are told t h a t Lucul- 
lus on his r e t u r n from Asia waited outside 
of R o m e three years for his.—Philadelphia 
Times.

A N C E S T O R S . 


St. Patrick'! Purgatory. 


According t o the mediaeval legend, there 
was a n entranoe to purgatory on t h e is­ 
land of Lough Derg, on tbe coast of Ire­ 
land. 
It w a s simply the mouth of a com­ 
mon oave or cavern, but St. Patrick Is 
•aid to have built a monastery over it and 
to have secured tbe opening with an im­ 
mense grated iron door. The place became 
widely known as "St Patrick's purgato­ 
ry" and it was generally believed that any 
one who bad the courage to explore the pit 
would be exoused the trial of passing 
through tbe real purgatory after death. 
Tbe fame of tbe puce was largely dne to a 
poem written in 1168 by Henry of Salter? 
wblob pretended to relate the experience 
of Sir Oyayne Miles, who had embraced 
the opportunity of expiating bis crimes In 
its darksome depths. 


In the year 1496 a monk from Holland 
visited the celebrated shrine and afterward 
deolared that what was claimed for it w a s 
a "Jtravesty on religion," ancHbat the so 
called "purgatory" "differed in no respect 
from dozens of other known caverns." 
This news w a s oonveyed to the pope, who 
ordered the monastery destroyed and t b e 
cavern closed up. 
This order was carried 
out t o the letter on S t Patrick'a day, 1467. 
—St. Louis Republic

A recent Spanish editor, Don 
Lopez de Fabra, enumerates 160 editions 
of the Spanish masterpiece In foreign lan­ 
guages. 
T h a t computation is certainly 
short of t h e t r u t h . 


Not only a r e there more translations in 
English of " D o n Q u i x o t e " t h a n a n y oth­ 
er language, b u t it is E n g l a n d whloh from 
the first has done more honor t o tbe au­ 
thor's w o r k t h a n a n y other country. The 
first critical edition of " D o n Q u i x o t e " in 
Spanish, w i t h t h e first life of Cervantes, 
by Mayans y Siscar, w a s published in Lon­ 
don I n 1788, m o r e t h a n 40 years before the 
Spaniards h a d aroused themselves t o do 
honor to their greatest writer. 


This edition, in four h a n d s o m e volumes, 
was printed s u m p t u o u s l y in all the glory 
of the Tonson press under the auspices of 
Lord Carteret at an age when "Don Quix­ 
ote" ' w a s still a p p e a r i n g in his native 
oountry on filthy ballad paper in execra­ 
ble type, uncorrected and unadorned.—

U B L I C N O T I C E is hereby given ihs.t 
the State Poll Tax of Two Dollars f„r 
the year 189$ is now due and payable at my

SlG. 3839 of the Political Code reads as 
follows.: 


Every mail inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under 60 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers, insane persons and Indians, 
not taxed, 
must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the first M nday in March and t h 
first Monday in July, then it shall be three 
dollars. 


SEC. 3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
T a x of every person liable therefor, and en 
the nrgleet or refusal of such persons to"pay, 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of age are exempt. 
Poll 
Tax must be paid on demand.

In illustration of this history, can any 
one tell me, asks Walter Besant in the 
London Queen, first, when the custom of 
putting the wine glasses, reversed, in wa­ 
ter glasses was abolishedf 
Some one, I 
take it, was struck with the uselessneas 
and the oumbrousness of the custom and 
boldly swept it away. Seoond, when were 
people first paired off? 
Formerly the host 
took the principal lady, and the rest fol­ 
lowed as they chose. 
Third, when were 
the names of the guests written on cards 
in their places? Fourth, when was dinner 
first carved off the table? It was some time 
In the sixties. 
The dinner so served was 
called, if I remember rightly, dinner a la 
Russe, and there was a great deal of oppo­ 
sition to it.

Artistic Ornaments Gut Out of Natl and 
Tlnjr Fruit Stone*. 


The most curious objects which are 
made subjects of the carver's art in China 
are the various nuts and fruit stones. 
Among the latter class may be named the 
stones of the olive, plum, peach, cherry, 
and of the former the most common are 
made upon the shells of walnuts and oocoa- 
nuts. 
These seeds and nuts are collected 
with great care and carefully cleaned and 
dried before being taken to the carver, who 
has an invariable standard of size, propor­ 
tion, weight, hardness, eto. 
When every 
dotall has been carried out to the satisfac­ 
tion of the artist, a nut or seed Is selected 
by the designer, who roughly traces upon 
Its surface an outline of the future picture. 
This Is .handed over to apprentices, who 
block out the design by cutting through 
the ilgenous tissue along the lines drawn. 
The crude carving Is again passed to the 
designer, who sketches a second and more 
Intricate series of outlines, when It again 
goes forward to the subordinates, who cut 
out the Indicated channels. 
After this the 
designer gives the object its finishing 
touches, and the assistants prepare it for 
market by polishing, oiling and waxing 
the carvings. 
These nut and fruit stone 
carvings are shown in the shape of buttons, 
watch charms, sleeve links, earrings and 
brooches. 
Collections of them strung on 
silver, copper or gold wire are also used as 
bracelets, anklets, necklaces, rosaries and 
official ornaments. 


The carvings represented upon these seed 
and nut ornaments are frequently of a 
very high order of conception and display 
much of the carver's cleverness and dex­ 
terity. 
The writer has seen Blngle oherry 
seeds upon which were plainly and artis­ 
tically outlined a dragon, two crickets, a 
cornflower and a bunch of grapes. On the 
burger seeds and nuts are represented en­ 
tire trees and their fruits and leaves, vines 
with leaves, flowers and vegetables attach­ 
ed, as well as "buildings, bridges, towers, 
temples and fences. 
Among the seoond 
group, whloh are usually composed princi­ 
pally of animal figures, the horse, lion, 
tiger, elephant, camel and bull are most 
generally represented.—St. Louis Repub­
